Oiir local oontempornry is liaviug ft 
fihoNTer of victories just now. Tlio 
dockmeoting at Victoria was a Tiotory 
Tho dock nicoting i\b Escjiuinudl 
wfts a victory. Tho dock meotitig iit 
Parson's Bridge was n victory. With 
all these victorias tho Ministry must 
Bureljr.lie-^ "Yictorious. and: glorious." 
Butisit'viotbfy?" Ee't'us see. What 
was presanted to the people of thoao 
burgs'? A plausible and tempting 
dock scheme. Canada -was to give 
us £.")0, 000, whore tho bond only called 
for £28,000. The Premier had . gone 
•'• to.England And-waa to get a gift of 
£25,000 fr6iii the Admiralty. Seventy- 
five thousand pounds sterling was'nt 
bad to take, and it would have been 
Btrango if tho people would hare re- 
jected adock pillsohighly sugar-coated 
Bub why did Messrs. Hobert«on and 
]^cpi;eight oppose offers ho genoroua, 
' i'erms so good ? They did'nt oppose 
them. They only thought they wore 
too good to ho trao, and, like i)rndent 
men, they proposed an alternative 
sclienio so that, in case of failure, 
there Trould be something to fall back 
■•iupon and not absolutely loso another 
"year of Taluable time. But tho Gov- 
ernment have, as wo think umriiicly, 
refused to adopt any alternative 
scheme. They stake all upon tho 
single card, and if that card should 
fallwhn* shall become of all these 
victories? It is claimed that the people 
'havb endorsed the course of the Gov- 
ernment in refusing to provide a 
second string to tho bow. If thny 
have, all we can say is that they will 
occupy a rathar absurd position in the 
•vent of failure of the scheme. Is tho 
scheme likely to fail ? Has it not half 
failed already? Surely few still cling 
to the hope of Admiralty aid. ilr. 
Maokenzio promised lo coiisulL Par- 
liament about cnmaiNG the mode of 
_ ' luding in the construction of the dock. 
IParliamiant has since been dissolved, 
and there are very many persons who 
believe that if Mr. Mackenzie does 
consult tho new Parliament on the 
point, it will merely be to "cHAN(ii: tiio 
mode of aiding" the work, either by 
•Ci^aying over the market vaiua.: of the 
; v-trenty guarantee, which vroiild bo 
"■ $139,750, or by "some scheme oquia- 
■ lent thereto." It is for tho Govern- 
ment to bear the responsibility of what 
■we must regard as anextronioly impru- 
dent act, and if the ])eoplB have chosen 
to share, that responsibility, no much tho 
^'trofse'fbr the people. Last' session 
the three horned-thing projiounded by 
the same schemers had tho advantage 
over the present one of possessing 
three horns. So confulciit wctg its 
concoctors that they would not hear of 
adding another string to their bow. 
The Premier reiterated the assurance 
to the House that he was in a position 
to state rosrrivELY that the Dominion 
Government were prepared to enter- 
tain the scheme; and yet it failed, ig- 
nominiously failed. Messrs llobertson 
^d' McOreight HAVE hot opposed the 
' wiiESENT SCHEME. Thoj have only pru- 
dently asked that a proposal for an nl- 
ternalive scheme might be entertiiiiu'd. 
The proposal was not, therefore, an- 
tagonistic, but merely Kup[)len]entai y 
thereto; but the Government would en- 
tertain no such proposal. They would 
stake all upon a doubtful card— stand 
or fall by it. The sequel will prove 
whether they have acted wisely. Tho 
dissolution of theDominion Parliament 
and the probability lhat tho new Iluusc 
cannot he got together before May or 
" Jiinidj and that there will be no means 
of attaining Federal legislation till 
well on in Bunimor appears to us to 
make still more obvious the unwisiloiu 
of tho (jourso taken by tho (!ovcnnuont. 
For our own part wo would most glad- 
ly believe that the Bchemo promises 
success, and it would, indeed, bo an 
agreeable surprise to find it a ouccoss; 
but still an alternative scheme woukl 
have been prudent. !({ it didno good, 
it could do no jjossible harm.

Intorosting Letter from a Victorian. 

SXArLBXON, StaTEN- Isii.^ND , ) 

Deo, 10th, 1873. (

Wo onfc by tho waylof Detroit and Ni- 
agara Palls. The morning After leaving 
Gliica.'.fo the snow had disappeared, and 
tho weather was mild. In Canada they 
had had some two weeks of good sleigh- 
ing, it had p-assed off and the streams 
iTer.> iiiucli awollon. "Wa dined at Clifton. 
PasHiiifj over Niagara Bridge, wo had % 
tolsra 1q view of tho F.t.11s, wo could not 
.seo they had ohaugsd any, and wont on 
to East Bufl'alo, M'hera wa were detained 
for half an hour. East Buffalo is located 
on tho Flats, which . in my day woro 
coYored with water it was dangartns for 
a pedestrian to venturo on them aa he 
mi;j;ht bo droirned in tho mud. Now, it 
is tho centre of all railroads, car-shops, 
engiuo houses, foundries, coal yards, and 
rolling mills. Ou the dilTcrent tracks 
near by wh«r6 wo laid, w«re counted in 
sight 106 locomotiTOS. A great place has 
boon mada of Buffalo; but they liavo not 
been able to ch»ng« tho cold, piei'cing 
winds of winter from off Lake Erie. 

Leaving Builulo with only one car at- 
taohod to tho locomotive, we shot along 
like lightning until wo reached Hornors- 
ville where w« overtook the balance of tho 
train. Here wo took supper, after which 
I ventured out and found it raining hard. 
As Boon as I entered the dining-room, the 
bright, prqtty waiting maids 1 thought 
would give mo an ajipetito. Glancing 
over tho bill of fare, oystor soup struck 
my eye, and it was ordered. Whether it 
was my good looks or Mr. Grahamo's that 
llustrated the girl, some of the BOup was 
spilt ou my siiouldors, and on looking 
into the phito only two oysters were found 
lloiiting. I asked her if any of those fel- 
lows, jioiutiug to the dish, had jumped out. 
"Law mo, no!" she answered, "1 took'em 
out with my lingers, and swallowed 'em!" 
I set the plato aside, and ordered some in 
the thell, bat none were to be bad, so I 
took to coffee and bread and butter. From 
this place to New York nothing worthy of 
noio occurred. At New York wo wore de- 
tained nearly two liours getting our bag- 
gage, and we arrived at tho Evorett House 
about 10 a.m. on Tuesday. 

I was down to see Mes.srs. Oraliamo 
and Gharles off this morning. They sail- 
ed onthe Algeria,— a fmo ship.
